“Mind the things that are above, not the 
things that are on earth,” St. Paul admonishes. 
His words are a reminder that men should culti­ 
vate the ability to detach themselves from world­ 
ly affairs, to meditate upon the truth that life here 
is not an end in itself, but a period of preparation 
for the life to come. 
We respect the man who puts his heart and 
soul into his work, but if concern over worldly 
success causes him to overlook his spiritual des­ 
tiny , to turn his mind from God, our respect must 
give way to pity . St. Paul warns that “the time is 
short.” Life is alway s too short if human affairs 
preempt so much time and attention that we for­ 
get the things of the spirit. God demands that we 
give Him a reasonable share of our living. 
How often do we read that some great lead­ 
er in industry , commerce, or government has died 
in the midst of his duties that put too heavy a 
strain on his phy sical and mental capacities. Did 
success on earth mean so much that he was will­ 
ing to risk his chances of heaven by neglecting 
God? Did God have any place at all in his daily 
agenda? These are solemn and arresting questions. 
They are questions we should occasionally ask 
ourselves. 
God gives us complete freedom in arrang­ 
ing our schedule of work or pleasure. But he in­ 
sists that no life, however crowded or busy , may 
exclude Him completely without inviting ultimate 
disaster. 
The spiritually wise are those who remem­ 
ber to take time to pray , to meditate upon His 
teachings, to perform works to His honor. 
The 
foolish, on the other hand, are those who elect to 
exclude His vision from their lives, to drown out 
the warning cry of Scripture: “What doth it profit 
a man if he gain the whole world and suffer the 
loss of his own soul?”
